SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Once again the school year, as we reckon in a financial sense, has 
brought around the time for the reports and reviews of the same. 
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It has been what we call a ‘‘thoughtful studions’’ year, no great 
ups or downs, but good even work and much progress made. 


The Pine Grove school was taught the first two terms by Miss 
Mary C. Hunt, of Littleton, and the last term by Miss A. Stella Sey- 
mour, of this town, and a graduate of Littleton High school. Their 
methods were thorough and up-to-date. The removal to another town 
of five of their most advanced pupils was much regretted by these am- 
bitious young teachers. 


Cherry Mountain school was taught the first term by Miss Ida 
Freuch, of Island Pond, Vt., a teacher of marked ability; the remain- 
der of the year by Mr. B. F. Currier, of this town, who worked with a 
will for the advancement of his pupils, and who gave excellent satis- 
faction to the district. ; 


The teacher of the Town House for two terms was Miss Mae N. 
Cabana, of Island Pond, Vt.; and for one term, Miss Hattie E. Harvey, 
of this town. Excellent work was accomplished in this school, which 
ranks high in all practical branches. Particular attention was given 
this year to Civil (covernment and Hygiene. 


One term of school was taught at Zealand most successfully by 
Stella A. Howe, of this town, and for the rest of the year the pupils 
were taken into the Twin school, as there were too few to profitably 
sustain a school longer at Zealand. 


The Applebee school was in charge of Miss Viola Stillings, of Jef- 
ferson, for one term; the rest of the year Miss Florence C. Allen, of this 
town, taught in a most admirable manner and great improvement was 
made. We do not hesitate to say that it was the best school we ever 
visited in that district. The school-room was the ‘‘pink’’ of neatness 
and order. 


The Fabyan school was taught the entire year by Miss Georgia A. 
Black, of Lancaster. A bright school, attractive room, and wide- 
awake teacher, success was but a natural result. Four pupils of this 
school have now entered the Littleton graded school intending to take 
a complete course. There are some excellent singers in this school. 


The grammar and primary grades of the Twin school were taught 
through the year by Misses Mary A. Seymour and Lillian M. Brill, 
both of this town, with the exception of ove primary term by Miss 
Melutire, of Littleton. The teachers were patient, ambitious, ener- 
getic, the pupils bright and responsive, aud the written exaininations 
spoke louder than words of difficulties overcome. The black-board 
work of Miss Seymour and Miss Brill, both in artistic and practical 
lines, was the best we ever saw in any school of like grade. Union rhe- 
toricals of a high order were given at Christmas. 


[In our thirty-eight visits to the different schools we were pleased 
to hear much more singing than last year, and hope for still more in 
the next. 


We heartily approve of vissting days between teachers. The in- 
terchange of ideas and methods can but de helpful, but it is hardly 
wise to use the day for shopping or any part of it for personal visits. 

We heartily disapprove of teaching on Saturdays in any district. 
That day belongs to the parents. If for reason teachers have lost time, 
to make up let them take a fresh week and not.eke it out by Satur- 
day’s work. Parents complain and they have arightto. The practice

should be discouraged, or rather not allowed at all. 


We consider our teachers of the past year, as faithful and pains- 
taking, earning every dollar of their salary, and having at heart the 
best interests of the children placed in their charge. Seven teachers 
have been of our town.
